Additional shower and dress- 
ing room facilities for the women 
will be necessary to meet the 
demand of an increasing enroll- 
ment next year, if the Salinas 
Junior College continues its 
present rapid growth, according 
to Miss fFreida Hutchinson, 
women’s physical education in- 
structor. * s 

Because it is now necessary 
for both men and women to use 
the gym floor, the number of 
classes has to be limited. In turn, 
the number of students to each 
class must also be limited be- 
cause there are not enough 
showers or enough dressing room 
space to accommodate very many 
girls at a time. If there were 
separate gyms for the men and 
women, more classes could be 
scheduled. This plan would elim- 
inate academic conflicts and pro- 
mote extra-curricular participa- 
tion in sports and dancing. 

Passage of school bond is- 
sue would mean that the men’s 
and women’s shower rooms could 
be converted into one large unit 
for the women. This would also 
give additional room for equip- 
ment and special posture classes, 
leaving the gym floor free. It 
would also be possible to build a 
separate room for the girls who 
wish to lie down and rest during 
school hours. At present the 
cots are in the same room with 
the dressing benches and the 
shower, ‘causing a confusion 
which does not lend itself to 
peaceful resting. 

“A sport for every girl, and 
every girl in sport” implies much 
more than seeing that every 
woman is enrolled in a physical 
education class. An enlarged, 
varied program in P. E. for the 
women in the Jaysee now de- 
pends upon increasing the facili- 
ties to meet the demand. This 
can be done IF THE SCHOOL 
BONDS ARE PASSED ON FEB- 
RUARY 25.

Reproductions Used to 


Make Tnal F lights 


Exact reproductions of strato- 
sphere balloons, Explorer I and 
II, together with gondolas, para- 
chutes and scientific apparatus 
will be shown here on February 
24 at 9 a. m. in the Washington 
School auditorium, for all science 
students and those having free 
periods. 

A year or so ago, the world 
was thrilled by the stories of the 
flights of the stratosphere bal- 
loons, Explorer I and Hl. Mil- 
lions of people listened over the 
radio while the flights were in 
progress, to the two-way con- 
versations between the intrepid 
fliers and the ground officers. 

These balloons were the largest 
ever built. Each carried an air- 
tight gondola filled with many 
pieces of valuable apparatus for 
studying various phenomena in 
the stratosphere. 

We have now an opportunity 
to see what these flights were 
really like. For the demonstra- 
tion as announced will not only 
tell the thrilling story of the 
flights and the accompanying 
dangers, but will show models of 
the balloons, gondolas, and vari- 
ous types of apparatus used. 

An accurate model of the bal- 
loon will be filled with hydro- 
gen gas, the gondola will be at- 
tached, and the apparatus put in 
place. The balloon will then 
rise, exactly in reproduction of 
the historic flight. 

The story of the flight will 
then be told, the apparatus dem- 
onstrated and explained, and the 
many scientific phases of the 
flights discussed, but not in a 
technical manner. 

A: large balloon model, made 
of the same material as the or- 
iginal balloon will be shown; a 
large gondola and its interior 
arrangement will be on exhibi- 
tion; a 24-foot silk parachute will 
be_shown in actual process of 
dropping and opening. 

This is not a purely scientific 
demonstration but one of un- 
usual popular interest.

In his latest book, “Famine”, 
Liam O'Flaherty tells the story 
of what happened to an Irish 
land-holding family during the 
terrible year of 1845 when the 
potato famine and plague swept 
across Ireland. In telling this 
story of the Kilmartins, O’Fla- 
herty tells of the story of a na- 
tion. However, it is not merely 
another historical novel, but an 
honest, clear, impressive story. 

This book is written with a 
delicate touch about a subject 
that could very easily become 
filthy if written by some of the 
other modern authors. It is a 
story of youthful love that with- 
stood hunger and danger to find 
happiness in the new free world 
of America. 


In July, 1936, Dr. Thomas Par- 
ran, surgeon general of the 
United States Public Health Ser- 
vice, wrote an article entitled 
“Why Don’t We Stamp Out 
Syphillis?” Since then he has 
(sa it seems) taken his cue from 
the G-men in his. methods of 
ferreting out this public menace. 

His efforts are summarized 
with his new book which he calls 
“Shadows On the Land.” .Dr. 
Parran gives. statistics, cure, 
methods of prevention and con- 
trol of this disease, which he 
considers to be one of the major 
problems facing the American 
people today. In fact, this ex- 
cellent book makes everyone 
who reads it a crusader against 
syphilis. 


When William Seabrook wrote 
his book “Asylum,” he broke 
down more medieval nonsense 
than medical men had been able 
to do in 20 years. 

Mr. Seabrook was confined to 
the asylum for acute alcoholism. 
As a result, he was able to ob- 
serve the doctors, patients, and 
visitors of the institution. His 
book is a summary of his own 
cure as well as the life of the 
other patients. He says that the 
only difference between people 
inside the asylum and those out- 
side is that the latter control 
themselves while the former do 
not. 


“Ten Years Before the Mike” is 
an illuminating book by the 
radio auouncer, Ted Husing. This 
book is an autobiographical 
sketch giving Mr. Husing’s per-
